The application of this emphasis to il« charge brought against Othello by Bra- 
banlio of having employed anagic art ia obvious, and Mr. Forrest's manner oi 
revealing it considerably enhanced Ha effect. 

The first scene between Othello and lago was played by Mr. Forrest in a tub 
Hued lour, to which our actors have not aocusiomed ua. Slow to suspect 
Othello hovers over the abyss belbre he takes the final plunge. Mr Forwi era' 
Ixidied this view of tlic ouening of the taroptation with great skill. _ x hiwgl 
(he terrible scenes that tollow ha rose to • height of grantteur which placn 
him at the head of living actors in England. In one particular passage lii 
drew down an expression of admiration, au .i aa_wc have aeldoes before wit 
nesaed in a London theatre. The passage to which wa allude is that begin 
ning, or rather ending with—

he said, '°The fountain from the which my current ifrvmg*” inatcad nf '* mnn.” 
We object to the abreviation of the linn— 

“ Pauience, thou young, and man-lipped cherubim," 

by converting "cherubim” into eherub, nllbough it benaore gmmmatieallj cor¬ 
rect. The Inal saene of the tragedy presented aovaral noveltiaa, and we approved 
of nearly all of tin m. It was acted in anything but n eommouplnoe styU, aai 
the death of Othello was not only new but most effective. After etabbing him¬ 
self, Othello turned round with his back to the audicnea in order to reach tM bed 
on which the body of Desdemona was lying, but his strength appnreutly felted 
him before lie reached it, and be fell backwards at foil length with bin band 
towards the foot-lights. On the whole we may say that we never saw nay aetnr 
for the first liroe^ Othello who did so well or promised eo much, whoa by proa- 
tice he shall have subdued ond hartnonixrd parts which now are put. forward tan 
prominently. At the close, Mr. Forrest was called for by nearly sD the voices 
I in the ihMtre, but he rontented himself with walking across the alagn and bow- 
t ingvery gracefully and respectfully. 

The otMr actors acquitted tliemselvra with much ability. Wnrde's lofo. 
Cooper’s Cassio, if not capital, are mors than retpeeuhle; <nd Miaa Tayl^a 
Desdemona waa nearly as good at any Desdemona wa aver saw. Miss Hud- 
riart’s Emilia was judicious; we approve of the plan of earrying bar off (ha

^red that the Duke bred .\Urik the sire of Eclipio; and f/ersJ, who not only, 
like Eclipse, beat every horse that could be brought againki him, ,u four, five, 
and SIX years olJ, but iransmitied a more mmieroua and Iwuer aiuck to {losieriiy 
^an any other horse ever did before, or has ever done since—uaiungst others 
Highflyer, broni thedeath of Charles the Second till the period of the Duke's 
coming upon the turf, racing had languisheil, (xirhups from want of more sup- 
|Mrt from the crown and the higher aristocracy, and his Koyal tlmliiiias was 
the man to revive it. / o 

“ But," as has Item ob.s«rved, " this was not efllctcd without an immensity of 
expense, and an incredible auccesaion ot losai-t to the aliarka, Gieeka, and bluck- 
,legsot that time, by whom his Royal Highness was surromidcd, und, of course, 
ineessaiitly piMiigetl. Having, however, in the greatness of his mind, the mili¬ 
tary maxim of ‘ persevere and conquer,* he wua not deterred from the object of 
his pursuit, till, having just become poasesacd of the best alock, best blood, and 
most numerous stud in ilic kingdom, beating bis op|Kment8 at all points, he sud¬ 
denly ‘passed that Iwurno from whence no traveller returns,’ an irrcpitrablc loss 
to Ilie lui f, n,id univoc.idly lamented by ibe kingdom at large.”

The failKT of the present Prince 
(the trainer) iraine.J for him, and South and Chifuey were his jockeys; but the 
distemper in his stables ruim-d his vtiid. These were also the days of the then 
Dukes of Kingston, Cleveland, Ancaster, Bridi:ewater, and Northumberland; 
Lords Rockingham, Kolingbruke, Chedworth, Barrymore, Ossory, Abingdon, 
and Foley; Messrs. Shafio, Wentworth, Panton, Smith Barry, Ralph Dutton, 
Wildman, MsynnII, and Bullock, and others, wlm were running llieir thousand- 
guinea matches, and five linndr^-gahiea sweepstakes, most of them over the 
Beacon Course, and with the finest horses perhaps the world ever sew ; and 
also, considering the diflcrriice in tbs value of money, for nearly ns large stakes 
as those of present limes, a few only excepted. 

Another of the noted turf characters of those days was the Honorable Richard 
Vernon, commonly called Dick Vernon, owner of tlm famous horse Woodpecker, 
with whom lie won ihs Craven stakes ao less than three times. He was an ex- 
CiClItnt judge of racing, backed his horse freely, and was the test bettor of his 
day, as may be inferreil from the following page of Holcroft's Memoirs 

In addition to matches, plates, snd otmr modes of adventure, that of a syettf- 
si*kti had come into vogue; and the opportunity it gave to deep calculators to 
secure themselves from loss by hedging their bets, greatly multiplied (lie tetters, 
•nd nve uncommon animsiion to Ihe sweepstakes mode. In aiie of these Cap- 
tain Ternon had entered s colt, and as the prize to be obtained was great, the 
whole aiable was on the alert. It was prophesied that the race would hs amvere 
one; for, alihough the horses had none of them run before, they were all of the 
highest breed; thsi is, their aim nod dams were in the first lists of faaw. As 
was foreseen, the contest was indeed a aevereone, for it could not bedecided-Kwas 
* dead k»»t f but our coll was by no manna amang the first. Vet so adroit was 
Captain Vsrnon in bsdgiag his bets, that if one of the two colts that made it a 
daad heat had beaten, our master would, on that oceasioa, have won ten thousand 
jStMnds: as it was. hs lost nothing, nor would in any case have lost anything. 
In tha language of the lurf, fie steed ten tfieuMud powidi te netfiing • A fact so 
sxtraordiaary to ignorance, sad so splendid to poverty,” continues Hoicroft. 
"cmW not pass through a mind like mina without making a strong impreasioni 
wkiek ^ tales told by the boys of ihs sudden risa of gamblers, their empty pock- 
Rs at night, and their hats ftiQ of guiaoas in the aioraiim, only tended to increase.” 

And in truth U was not without iu effect, for poor HolcroA began bauing next 
morning, and before the week ended, half of his year's wages were gone! Ano¬ 
ther staunch hero of the turf was the late Earl of Clermont, the brectler of Trum 
Mtor, from whom were descended all tha afori of after days, viz., Payaslor, 
Venator, Spoliatsr, Drumstor, Ploughsior, Amator, Pacificator, Ac. Ac.; 
Midas whieb, he was the sirs of Sorcerer. Penelope, Tuneful, Chippenham, 
Orange (lower, his late Majesty’s famous gefdiag Rebel, and several other firet- 
rstes. Lord C. also was a ^reat sontributor lo the lurf by bringing with him 
from Ireland the famous jockey, Dennis Fitxpatriek, son of ono of his tenants. 
Ws have his Lordship, indeed, before us this moment, on bis pony an-the beath, 
sad bis string of long-tailed race-beraes, reminding ua of very early daya. 

The IM Sir Charles Bunbury’s ardor for the turf was conspicuous to hia last 
jmur. He was the onlv man that ever won the Derby and Oaks with the same 
bora#, and he was the breedsr of .many of the first racers of his time—Smolensko 
smiMig them. Sir Charles was likawiss vary instrumsnial in doing away with 
w four-mile races at Newmarket, and substilating shorter ones in their stead. 
Bosm imputed this to the wortliy Baronet’s humanity, whilst others, more cor- 

opinion that short races better suited his fhvorite

mad to ran on. On the whole. Sir Charles, latterly, with the exception of Mu- 
Isy, had got into a soft sort. He was a'so a bad keeper of bis young stock, and 
would not be beaten out of his eld prejudices in favor of grass and paMoeka. 
Had some persons ws could npme been poss e sse d of his stud—imperftet, per- 
■sps, as it might have been as far as the real ol^t of breeding horses is at stoke 
—thejr would have won every thing before them at tha present distances and

large sum of money was offered his man if hs would loos—'* Take it," said the ! 
Duke, ” I will bear you barmlns.” When the horse came lo the post, his Graco ' 
coolly oliservtd. ” This is a uiea hone to ride; 1 think I’ll rids him myself,” | 
when, throwing open hia great coat, lie was foand to be in racing attire, and ' 
nioiiiiting, won without a struggle. 

The name of Wilson eommands great respect on the turf, there beiug no less 
than three equally conspicuous smi equally nsiiorable sportsmen thus yelspt. 
Mr. Cbristopher Wilson, now the fuilwr ui' the lurf, ami perpetual stew uni of 
Newmarket, resides at Beilby Grange, near Weihcrhy, in Yorkshire, where he 
has a small but very fashionably brwl stud, and is now (hs owner of Chateau 
Marguux and Cuinut. He is the only man who claims the honor of w inning 
the Derby and St. Ltf er stakes the same year, wtlfi (At same karu, which hs did 
with Champion, by Fo(-H-os, ridden in each race by Francis Buckle.* The lurf 
is highly mdebttd to this gentleman, not only fur his paternal care of its general 
interests and welfare, but lor having, by liis amiable and caneiliaiory manners 
and conduct, united llie sportsmen of tlie north and of (be south, and divested 
thi ir iniiiclies and eiigagciiiciils of aome disagreeable features which had pre¬ 
viously been too promimiii. Mr. R. Wilson resides at Bildcsion, in Suffolk; is 
oae ui (be largest breixlers of racing slock, of which lie has an annual sole; and 
Lord Bi-nit-rs, late Colonel Wilson of Didlingum, near Brandon, Sutfolk, has 
liKi-wise some capital mares, and bred Sir Murk Wood's Cautariiie, the test 
mare of the prevent day. His Lordship was the owner of her sire, JiMii|ier, 
now dead, und at present lisa the siud-honie Lamplighter. 

Tlie alar of the racecourae of modern tiinea was iiis late Colonel Mellisb, cer¬ 
tainly (he cleverest man ot his day, ua regards the acieiics and practice of ihe 
lurf. No one could mutch (i. e. make lUiiiciK-s) with him, nor eould any one 
excel him in liuiidicap|iing horses in a race. Hut, indeed, 'nihil erut <|U(xl non 
iriigit; iiihilquod letigii uon ornavii.'' He bjut tmrd Frederick Beniinck in a 
fool race over Newmarkt-l lirath. He wna a cit-.ver [laintcr, a fine horsrnian, a 
brave boUiier, sacieiiiifii- farmer, and an exquisite coachman. Bul —as his friends 
■aid of liiin—not coniuni with being the stetnd best man of his day, he would be 
ihv^ist, which was (utul lo ins fortune anil his lame. It, however, ilrlighud us 
to ace lorn in public, in (he lueridisn of hia almost unequalled po|iuluriiy,arid tlie 
impression hr made upon us reniaina. W'e remember even the aiy le of his dress, 
piciihar lor ita lightness of hue—his neat white hat, white (rowans, while silk 
blockings, uye, and we o.uy udd, his white, bul liand-^omp, face. Time was no¬ 
thing blai:k about him but hia huir, und his inusiachios which he wore by virtue 
of bis l■oIomissloll,and w hich to Aim were an ornumi-nt. The like of liis style 
of coining on Ibe race course HI Newmarket was never witnessed there be lure 
him, nor .'iince. He drove his liarouclie hirnselt, drawn by four beautiful lafiitr 
horM-.s, with two uut-ridi.rs on matcln-a to Item, riddi n lu liarnesa bridira. In 
his re.vr w as a suiidle-lmrar- groom, leutling a (borough-l>red hack, und ni the rub- 
bing-[iosi on (be hi:a(li w ua uiiot her groom—all in crimson tiveriea—waiting with 
a .second hack. Bat wr marvsl when we think of bis eatablishnicni. We re- 
mrmter him with ihiriy-etglit race Irorsrs in training; auveiilcen coach horses, 
twelve hunters in Lriceatrrhtnrr, four ehurgirs at Brighton, and noiufow hacks! 
But the worst is yet lo rmine. By hia racing ap< culaiions lie was a gainer, his 
judgnicoi pulling him through; hut when we had hiard (kat he would play to 
the exit 111 ul £ 40,000 at a anting—yes, fie oace sUtttd (Aat sum o% a lArovi — we 
were iioi surprised that the domain of Blyilic pusaed into other hands; and that 
I he once uccoinplisheii owner of it became tlie tenant of a prcoiulure grave. 

The Imwl of pleiiture,” said Jolnison, ** ia prisoned by reflection on the coat,” 
and here it was drunk to the iln-ga. Colonel Melluh eiuled bis days, nut in iio- 
veriy, for hr acquired a connHiciiry with liis lady, but in a amull housr: witliiii 
sight of (he mansioa that hud In i.n the pride of ins ancestors and hiintr lf. As, 
however, ihe wind is tempered to the alsirn luinh. Colonel Melliab is not witliout 
coiisolaiion. He never wnotged any ime bui hiniseif, and, as an owner of raec- 
hurses, und a bettor, hiscbnracier was withuat ajiot. 

Among Ollier leading s|>orismcn of the iiirf, now no more, were (he late Duke 
of Grafion, and Douglas, Duke of Haiiiihon. The Duke of Grafton was a 
keen S|Mirlamun, and an excellent judge o( racing, and his horses having been 
well and honestly ridden by cioutli, he was among the few great winners nniongsi 
great men. It is soinewhsi singular that the success of the Grafton stud may 
l e iruevd to one mare, and ttereforotte hisiory of her is worth rcislii g. In 1756, 
Julia, by Blunk, was bred by Mr. Panion, of great Newmarket fame—her pr-di- 
l^oe running back not only to Bay Bolton, Uarley's Arabian, and the Byerly 
Turk, but, bt^urid ite Lord Protecior's White Turk, generally lire nt jdns nttra 
of pedigrees, to the TsffultH Burb, and (hs Natural Barb mare;—and at seven 
years old was put into the Dnke'a stud, ond produced Promise, by Snap. Pro¬ 
mise pn}.luc d Prunella, by Highflyer, (lie dam of eleven firat-raie horsee, whose 
names (after (be manner of tiix-kounds) all begin with the letter P., the first letter 
of the mare’e name, and site is said to have realised to the Grafton family little 
short of £100,000. In fact, all breeders of race Imrsee try fora otain of the 
justly celebrated Prunella. The all-graeefol Haaiiltoa (often called ” Zeluco”) 
was equally conspicuous in the North, and oelebraud for tioul blood. He won 
the St. Le^r no kaa than soven tinMs, a ciic msatance quite unparalleled on the 
turf, and ran first for it (lie eighth, battheatakea waragieefi to Lord Fii* william, 
his Grace’s rkler having joetM. 

Coming nearer to our own liroee, Sir Harry Vaac Tempest and Mr. Robert 
Heathcote mode great appearances with thgirsiads, as well as the heavy engage- 
roentt they eniar^ into; and sneh horses as Sebeduni, the proparty of (he latter, 
and Hambictonian, Rollu, and Cockfighter, of (lie former, are very scldoin pro¬ 
duced. Vivaldi, by Woodpecker, also the property of Mr. Heathcote, waathe 
sire of more gc^ hunters than almost any other in England, and the rery men¬ 
tion of their being ” by Vivaldi,” sold them. Hambictonian was ons of the me¬ 
teors of (he dav. Sir Frank Standish, and bis Yellow mare—the brewer of 
Stamford, Eagle, Didelot, Parieot, and Areliduke, all I>rby and Oaks winners, 
except Stamford, one of (be best of our stud norsea—must not be paasr-d unno¬ 
ticed, not only as a sportsman, but as the true stamp of aa BngUab counira gen¬ 
tleman. Sir Ferdinand Poole also cut a great figure on tha (uH with his Waxy, 
Worthy, Wowski, Ac.; and could soma of our preaent bresdera of race-boren 
have now before ibsir^cs Aferto, hy Herod, out of Liaetu by Snap, and Miea- 
rta by Herod, out of Tiiania by Shiskqmre, (be one (ht dam oi Waxy, and 
the other of Mealy, we have raaaon to bnieve they would turn away front many 
I of their own marca ia disgust. His comamporary, Mr. Howorth, was likewise 
■irong ill horsas, and aa exacllent judge of makmg a book on a race. But Mr. 
Bullock, generally known aa “'loaa Bulloek,” was, we bdievs, more aw^e 
than any of them, and was often beaid to declare, that he sbould with for nothing 
more in this world than to be taken for a fool at Newmarket. 

We find the Prince of Wales ( G eorge IV.,) ia 1788, when only in hiatwenty- 


We find tha Prince of Wales (Georgs' IV.,) in 1788, when only in histwsnty- 
sixth ysar, a wiaasr sf (he Derby. In 1789, be aecompaaied tbs Duks of York 
to Yciik raocs, whsre he purchaised his famous boras Traveller, by Highflyer, 
which ran the grand match against ike Isle Duke sf Bediard's Gray Diomad, on 
whick it is supposed there was mors money depending than was svsr before 
knowB, or has aver been haaid of ainas. But it waa in lbs years 1790 and 1791 
that hia late Majesty’s stud was so conspicuous—the days of Baronet sad Es¬ 
cape, the former notorious for winning the Aseot Oatlands, besting sichteen 
pick^ borscs of England, with twenty to one against him; and thalailor, mr hia 
various races sgsinsi Gray Diomed, which sauM hia royal owner's retirement 
from NewmsrkM. Thie is now an old story; snd though we should be among 
the first to say— 

” Curse on the coward or peiMioas tooguo 

That dares not e’en M kiofs avow the tnith,” 

yet we think the Jockey Club dealt rather hardly by the young PrinM, and he 
was quite right in refusiag their invitation to return. We wiak fbr proof before 
we condemn; and we think proof was wanting hers. Where were (he orders 
to the Jockey to lose, and where waa the mouey won by loaingl—We can hear 
of neither. But if (be change in a kerne’s running (accounted for by (hs lata 
Samuel Chifney, by the treatment of Bseaps) is of itself enMgh to dsmsgs the 
cbaracisr of his owner, what would have becMe of that of his Royal Highness’s 
mnoeipai accuser, the late Sir Charles Bunbury 7 Look at the running of hia 
Eleanor: it was well known aba waa winner of noth Derby and Oaks—the beet 
mare of herdw. Welt! at Huntingdon Ate was beaten by a common plalar, 
a mare esUrd 'Two Shoes, ten to one on Bteanar. The next week, at Egtem, 
■be best a,first-rate raee-borae, Bobsdil, aad several otbera, ten te one on Btba- 
dil. Ia both theae cases money was lost, sad tbs question (hat fbilowa is,— 
who won it 7 But Sir CKarlas too ia in his grave, and therefors ws say,—r« 
psieuatinvaee.* 

After quitting Newmarket, bis laU Majesty was a great supporter of country 
races, sending such horses aa Knowslty, tiy Sir Peter| and others nmly as 
good, to ran bsais for plates; and be particularly patronised ths memingn of 
Brignton and Lewes, which si^uired high rwute. But Bibury was his favour¬ 
ite race-ground ; where, divesting himaraf or ths shackles of stale, he apesarad 
as a private gentleman, for several years in aueoession, an inmsis of Lora Sher¬ 
borne's family, snd with the Duke of Dorset, then Lord Baekville, for bis jockey. 
During the last ten years of his Majesty’s life, racing appssriA to interest him 
move than it had ever done before; and hy tic encouragement he then gave to 
Asaot and Goodwood, he contribnictr towards making ibem tha most fashion- 
ble, and by far tlw most agreeable meetings—we teHevs ws may ray—ia the 
world. Perhapa the day on which hia three favourite horses came in fiiM. se¬ 
cond, and third, for the cup st the latter place, was one of the proudest of his life. 

The stud of George the Fourth, however, was not altogether so sucesaaful as 
it ought to hava been from the great expenee bestowed upon it, snd the large 
prices given for raee-horses bred by other sportsmen. Amongst those of his own 
oreediM, perhaps Whiskey, Msnfrsd, and his favoniite mars Maria, wera the 
best. The latter waa a great winter—yet madn small ameada fbr perwvaring la 
breeding from her sire. The Colonel and fi7ear de Lis ware aloo great winners 
—the lauer decidedly the beet mare of her year, either ia (ha novth or in thaaouth, 
end her tymmetry aot to be exeellad The two last were purehaaed at very high 
pritea, and now form part of tha r«yal atad, aa alsoikwa Maria. The hiotory 
of (hia mare ia worth aoiiaa. When, from prad*niial motivaa, the royal stad 
at Hampton Court waa brrAen up, Waterloo and Ba'vnirina were the tmle two 
kept, and thei. produce was the said Maria. Mias Wasp, the dam of Veapa, 
late winnr r of the Oaks, wos likewise bred by Qrorge IV. 
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lift, and hia stock, with a few exc^ions, did not realixa tha hopes and expeeta- 
(lone of the sporting world. 

Tha naoM and ezploiu of the late Duke of Gueenabury (" Old G.”) will nerer 
w forgotten by the sporting world, for wliethsr ws consider hia Jadgment, his 
tngennity, his invsntion, or his success, he was one of tbs moat distiaguishad 
charaetsra on ths English turf His horse Dash, by Floriael, bred by Ver¬ 
non, beat Sir Pater Teazle ooer tke six mile course at New m arket for one 
thousand guineas, having refbsed five hundred forfeit;* also his lata Majesty’s 
Don Gttixote, the same distance and for the same sum : and, duriw tbs year, 
(1789,) he won two ether thousand guinea matches, the last against Lord Barry¬ 
more's Highlander, eiglit stone seven pouida each, /finer times round ” tAe rewnd 
wurse," or very nearly twelve milesi. His carriage match, nineteen milee in one 
hour, with the same horses, and those four of the highest bred ones of the day, 
Tss undoubtedly a great undertaking, nor do we believe it haa ever been ex- 
coeM. His singular bst of eonvsying a letter fifty miles within an hour, waa a 
trait of genint in its line. The Mo. Ming inclosed in a cricket ball, and banded 
one to the other of twenty-four expert cricketers, wss delivered safe vriMfii 
itoM, Ths Duke's stud was not to numerous as seme of those of his con- 
tmporarios on tke lurf, but he prided himself on the excellence of it. Hia prin- 
tipal rider was the famous Dkk Goodison, father of the present jockey, in wb^ 
Ngment hs had much reliance. Bul, in the language of ths turf, bis Grass a ss 
wide avake,” and at times would rely on no one. Having, on one occasion, 
'*osou to know—iho jockey, iadosri, had honestly informed him of it—that a

In his M aj^y’s long carear on the lari; be of courae had saveral (rainera 
ana as many jockeys. Among the latter were the Into celebrated Samuel Ckif- 
nry, and Uouih, who rode hia horaca at Newaiarket, aad afterwards, Richard 
t Robinson. Latterly, however, he imirorted one from lh« aortl^ 

(be wril-kiiowii George Nelson, who gave bun unbounded satisfaction. Hia 
trainers were Neals sad Caaboriie, in former days; buliaiterly, T/Villisn Rd- 
wurtlS’ of Newniarksi, wbo enjoys a pcasiun lor life, and the use ef the royal 
■tattles. 1 he last tinat Qcr>rgti the Fourth wax ut Ascot was in IW9, but ha 
lived to hear of the next ycur'a meeting. He was sii (he ted of death; and so 
strong was the 'ruling puuion' in ibis awful hour—snd his Majesty was well 
awitre his hour was come—that an express was sent to him ajtet ei'cry race. 

The laio Duke of York was equally devoted to the turf; und, in 1816, we find 
his Rsyal Highness ■ winner ot the Derby, with Prince Leopold, and, in 1891, 
With Muses; ths former bred by Lord Dm-nain, ibe luiter by hiiuself. His rac¬ 
ing career inuy be said lo hnve coinmencsd st Ascot, where he estnl lishr-d tha 
Oatland siakes, which at one period were more than equal in value lo the Derby, 
being a hundred-guinea luUacrijition. Indeed, we buve reason to believe, that 
when they were won by hia leie Mejeety's Baronet—testing eighicrm of the 
picked horses ill Englunil, bis own Escape amongst the lot—there was moan 
money depending than had ever been before, excepting on two oeessione. Hie 
Mejeeiy won 17,0(101. by (he rare, and would beve won still more bad Escape 
teen (be winner. We wish we could add la this irifltiig akeich a long list of km 
Rovul H^hness’s winnings; bul the Duke of York was on the lurf wliat the 
puke of Yi>rk wae every where else—good humored, unsuapeciing, and confid- 
iiig; quHlifiMtions, however crcdiiuble to huoiau nature, ill-fiiud Ibr a raeiw 
coiirkc. It is ilwrcibre scarcely necessary to say, iliui his Royal Highness waa 
no winner by uis horses, nor indt'ed by eny thing else, and we much tear (hat hia 
heavy .speculations an ihc turf were iiniong the chief causes of those pecuniary 
einbsrrassitienis which disturbrxi tne leiter years of one against wliose high and 
chivalrous foeiiiigs of honor aud iiiicgrity no human creature that knew any- 
tiling of him ever hreaihed a whisjrer In itW.'i, we had the Duke with sixieca 
noracs to Ins iiauss; and, with the exseption of two, a ynest sorry lot; but pre- 
sinu.slv tu that period hs hud incurrtal severe loss l.y ^•er8ev^•|•ing in breediag 
from Aln<l(iin and Giles. The stud usually run in Mr Greville’s name; wore 
iraiiiisl by Butler, of Newmarket, now deceased ; and cinetly ridden l>y Goodi 
■oi^ who did tire best he could fur (bem. 

The late Earl of Fiizwilliain was disiiaguished by the princely way in whieh 
he coiutucirvi his siod, and thu magnificence of kit ri tinue on the racc-rourse.— 
His lordship wus likcwisi- tlu; breeder cf some cminent racers, amongst whieh 
were the justly famed Grvills—an inralculable traahure to the British turf-stiU 
Mulatto, who beat Memnim, Fleur-<le-Lis, Bedlamite, Tnrrare, Non plus, Funny 
Davis, Start'll, Longwaisi-m fact, all the best horses iu the north ; and ran se¬ 
cond to Tarr.ire for the tSi Leger Earl Fiir.william never sent his horses south, 
but was a great snpfMirter ol York und Doncaster, and won the Fitzwilliam 
■takes at the latter place in 1826 with the horse we have just teen speakiag of — 
He is got 6y Cation, also bred by bis lordship, uut of Ucsdeioona by Orvillo— 
his own blood-graiidsni Fanny by Highflyer. Tbe- siuil is now broken up. 

TUe venerable Earl i»f Derby has been, and to a certain degree coniiuuse to 
be, a warm tu|>porter of racing. Next, perhape, lo Erlipse and Herod, no burM 
(bat has ever apitearcd has Ik-i'H e(|u«l to Sir Peter 'I'easle as ■ stud horse—we 
telievc he produced more winners than any oiker on record. In him were nni- 
led the beat blood which ihis ctruntry can boast of—King Herod, Blank, Snap, 
Regulus, and (lie QisJol|)hin .Arabian. Aa, however, the tun is not without its 
spois, Sir Peter wus not without a blemish. His own legs gave way at 4 yeera 
old, Slid (hose oi bis produce were not on tbe average good ; nutwitlistandiag 
which, as we before siuied, tteir wtnniags arc without a ('aiallel, terring iheao 
from the etork of the uaparsltrbd kVIiusir. Tte fulluwirg anecilote is, we be¬ 
lieve, authmiic. Doctor Brandrvih, tne feaaiiy phyairiun at Koowalej, was 
comaiissiontd by the then Amcricaa aonsul to iiftt-r Loru Derl y eevea ihoasaud 
guiacos for Sir Peter Teazle, wlyirh his lordship refuHrd, having, us hs said, si- 
ready refused ua He certainly would have teen a loser, had be accepted tke 
offer. 

The present Duke of Dorset, when Lord Ssckville, not only showed himaelf 
un admirable judge of a race-horse, but lew jockaya by profeaeoin could ride lao 
better ; and, inde^, at one |H'iiod of bis life, few of them were in much greates 
praciice. His grace was always cautious in bie cngugenienta, but from bis p«- 
isci knowledge of bis hur.vea, generally placr d them w inners. In the daya of Ex¬ 
pectation, Lucan, and oiheis, he won all before him ; but mark the change of the 
times! ^Looking into the Calendar for 1800, we firtd Expectation by Sir Pelor, 
out of Zilia, hy Rclipee, sunning four miles at Lewrs, and beating two very 
stout .man-e, for what f Why, for tlie sum of sixty guineas, which could not pay 
tte expenees! but then anr-ther of hie horses, ond a good one loo—Laborie by 
Delpim—wins a 501. plate the same year at Winchester. l%e best of tAree foue- 
mite heatet Were (be Duke of Doneton (be turf now, he would have soum- 
thing belter to do with such horses as Expacution and Laborie! 

The (vreaent Duke of Grafton haa been a great winner, having inherited, with 
kw tke ”'*;;**** P«in»ii«; Pul owes some of hu sucoosa to bis 

late nrotber. Lord Henry Fitzroy, whose judgment in racing waa equal to aay 
man’e. With the asaistaiice tlien of Lord Henry, tbe training of Robson, ana 
the good riding of (Ka late Frank Buckla, John Day, Willioai Clift, and othesa 
bis grace haa done very well; although, since (ka retirement of Robaon, tbe ho¬ 
nors of the lurf have not pound in so thickly upon him. The duke, however, 
^ no reason to complain, haying won tbe Derby stakes four times, and tks 
Oaks oigbt; and, aa Buckle said of himself, * most of the good things at New- 
markH,’ for a few years in succession. Indeed, unless we nave made a miataka 
in our figures, tits grace pocketed (hs comfortable sum of 13,0001. in tke year 
1825, from public stakes alone! But ws must do (he Duke of G afton the jus¬ 
tice to say, ttet in bis stable he has narcbed with the times, fiu horses having 
Men always forward in their work, tha grand desidcraium in a (raining stable. 
Hm grnM also deserves success, for he w a aabienian of high character on the 
lurf, ta many owners of race-horses, whom ws could name, always rasa 

to win. The Duke of Grafton's stable is, in consequence, heavily backed, wksu 
it brings out good bones for any of tkt great stokes. 

Tte Duke of Portland has bean a steady and ever honorable patron of lbs 
English turf, hui bis stud is now smnll. In fact, since winning the I^by with 
Tireaiaia, in 1816, tte tide af fortune appeare to have turned ogaintt bis Aable^ 
aad be has done much. His grace of Euilaad is lAewise becoone slack, having 
had bet tkraa teraea ia training Inst year, two of which are sold. He waa the 
Derby with Codland (whom ne bred), aftier a dead heat with (he Colonel—a eir- 
caastanec previouslv unknown for that great race—and ite Oaks with Sorcery, 
and Madora. On the other hand, the Dake af Cleveland’s passion for tte turf 
appeare to grow with bis years, bis graea bciag tte best buyer of tte present 
day. Ha gave 3500 guineas laM year for Trualco, aad Liverpool, and bat n few 
years back, no less than 12,0001. for four kornea, namAy—Swiss Swab, Baro- 
fool,* and Memnoa, the two last winaars of the St. Leger. fbr Mr. Walt. Tte 
Duke of Clevelaito never won tte St. Legor (ill 1831, with Chorister, aor was he 
ever winner of either of the great Epson stokoa; but in the days of Agoaistm 
sod Hsphsxanl, bis stable waa tte terror of tte north, and lus grace was ■ 
great winner of cups, though he afterwards flew at higher game. His match 
with Pavilion, against Col. Mellish’s Ssneho, at Newmarket, in 1606, waa one 
ol ths greoteat races of modern days, to tte extent of betting; and immeaso 
sums wera loM on Agonistos, when ha waa beat by Champion, for the St. Lrger, 
in 1800, His grace has jtood horses in his Asble now; amoapt ih«m Trustoe.t 
and Emancipaliont by Whisker, who bad tbe honor of receiving forfoitftom 
Prinmfi in lam fthird) October meeting, receiving 9 Ite.; likewise Mulay Molack 
(ha winner of the York Derby stakes at the last Spring Meeting; and Liverpool, 
of tbe gold eup. Tte duke is one of tte heaviest bettors on tte turf, aad fow 
men know more of racing, or indeed of any thing relating to (hs sports of tte 
turf or field.
